FICIENCY? 


In the opinion of seven 
heads of higher institutions £ 
learning in the State# tho ip**; 
uate of the average high gefiooj 
in Texas today is net se wolj 
prepared to take advantage of 
a college education aa was the 
graduate of the average high 
school in Texas fifteen years ago, 
Professor Thomas Fletcher# 
who inspects for the University 
of Texas, has concluded, after 
interviewing the heads of ^ va­ 
rious colleges and universities 
in Texas, that the training giv­ 
en in a great number of high 
schools in the State has deter­ 
iorated in the last fifteen years. 
In speaking of the causes of 
this deterioration, Prof. Fletch­ 
er says that the chief reason is 
the over-expansion of the high 
school programs of study, re­ 
sulting in the overtaxing 
of 
both 
teachers 
and 
students. 
W ith a view to correcting* this 
evil, the questions arise of how 
many classes a 
teacher 
can 
teach with a maximum of effi­ 
ciency under given conditions, 
and how many recitations a day 
can the average high school stu­ 
dent attend with profit? 
The 
practice in s ix te e n high schools 
in Texas was examined and it I tv than agricultura 
was found t h a t eight of them | 
require students to carry four 
subjects at a tim e. 
The Springfield (Mass.) High 
School re q u ire s a minimum of 
three recitations per day; the 
St. Louis High School, four; 
the New York High Schools, 
the same. 
The Iowa Board of 
Education requires of its ac­ 
credited list of schools that not 
more than four recitations be 
allowed 
per 
day. 
In 
short, 
the overwhelming verdict 
of 
pedagogical authority 
in 
the 
United States would limit the 
number of recitations per day 
per pupil to four. 
The trend is 
toward a less number.

$1^907,227 or a gross corporate in­ 
come of $27,915,070.

come, items including taxes, ren­ 
tals, leases, hire of equipment, in- 
erest on bonds, debts, etc., aggre­ 
gating a total of $30,050,656, were 
properly charged, the result being

money, they actually sustained a 
eficit of $2,135,586. 
This does 
not mean that all of the lines failed 
o earn net revenue for some of 
loin did, but it does mean that 
ie burdens or operation set seri­ 
ously upon a majority of the Texas 
ines, and that of the total nlim­ 
ier of roads twenty of them s t ­ 
ained deficits which in one bi­ 
anco ran as high as $1,227,000. 
“Railroads like other commercial 
institutions, have certain commodi- 
ies for sale, viz: 
transportation 
persons, transportations of goods. 
Out of the sale of this transporta- 
ion must they find their revenue. 
the price of the sale is too low, 
ion the establishment cannot make 
profit and if it cannot provide 
the necessary funds for operation 
must cease to be a going concern. 
There must be a limit to the pres­ 
ent loss or the roads will be faced 
with either a decided decrease of 
high price service or placed at the 
tender mercies of a receiver and 
in either instance the public must 
suffer accordingly. 
“The remedy, when it is acknow­ 
ledged that the roads are intelli­ 
gently and economically adminis­ 
tered. is indicated in an increase 
in freight rates sufficient to over­

times the amount of fresh air needed in a dwelling room must 
be brought into a school room, and yet no child must be in a draft. 
The following good features are illustrated in above cut: 
1. 
No windows are in front of or to thte right of the pupils. 
2. 
The windows are grouped on the left, with thin mullions 
between, allowing a strong light to come from the pupils’ left. 
The windows behind the pupils are lowered, thus shutting out the 
light while providing ventilation. 
3. 
The windows are high at the bottom so that the air 
passes evenly over the room; there is not more breeze near the 
window than passes throughout the room. 
4. 
The windows are high at the top, allowing the air to 
escape from the room at the place of greatest pressure.
